He was 
not a man of excitable temperament 
A large part of his power over his 

Irish following 1h_v in their oonvic 
tion that he was free from their na 
tioaal araalmass ia that respect. No 

amount of abuse t-eemed to break tlir 
tenor of his thought, or to ditturb hia 
equanimity. Seeing him stuud be 
fore the great audience which gath 
ered to meet him in Philadelphia 
with no more response to tin ir en 
thusiasm than they might have gut 
from a stona image, I should have 
assumed that he was as free from the 
minor weaknesses of humanity as are 
his favorite mathematics from the or 
dinary elements of error. Yet he 
would have nothing to do with a bil 
which had 13 clause*, and he couk 
not abide the chosen color of thecouij- 
try he was championing. 

.Superstition, in truth, i» muc 
more widely diffused than ap|>«ar8 on 
the surf^. It probably linger: 
longer and is more jx '.ont amonj; ilie 
rural populations of the world lliuii 
in the cities. We have man v iHrniei- 
in Ameri'?a who cling to the belief 
thiit the moon affects the change of 
the weather, in spite of abundant sci 
antific pfoof to the contrary. \Vi 
also have farmers who insifl on plnii! 
ing crti]i5 whitli are to grow iluwn 
ward when the moon is on the wane 
and those which are to grow upward 
when she is in her fir>t and sn onri 
quarter-. The prei>i'n<;e of the ii w-. 
shoe uvir the doors of bams and f.n n 
housed tells a like slory. iiul ilie 
farmers have no monopoly of such 
foolishness. No sailor will start on 
Friday if he can avoid it, or sail in a 
ship called Jasper, or with a eat or a 
coi-ji-r >iti hoar*]. Ami nisnythinka 
clergyman of any sort even more un- 
lucky than a corpse, in Europe the 
snper.ttition alK>ut l.i is to strong 
that the hotels ^^kip that number in 
numbering their rooujs;«ud no Kuro- 
pean city has a Thirteenth street. 

Most generally superstitions are 
mischieNoua tuiviNaU of ui>ages f^ r 
w hich there once was some rea»on. 
Snch is the disusa of tha left band 
on account of the nolinn that it ii 
tlie unlucky hand. 'lUU date: I'loni 
the time when every man was a snl- 
dicr, using his right hand fur spear 
or sw ord and his left only for defense 
of his heart. Thus the left hand 
caniir to be thought unlucky as an 
agent of action, and the left side was 
confrastcd Vith tltat which was in 
eevry sense right. The devil »tood ai 
men's left shoulders, and whoever 
spilled the salt threw Mime over thr 
left >lit.>llid(,r to Jjlacttle hill', llclit r 

" left-handed complimeHl*." 

The result has been uiost unhappy 
in converting a naturally bimanual 
lire into one orii)[i]f(l liy the disuse 
uf the left hand. Children are actual^ 
ly punished foir showing a disposition 
to use the left hand equally with the 
right. They are encouraged to do 
everything with tha right hand, to the 
excessive development of one side of 
the body at the expense of the other. 
They are generally taught to write 
with the favorad hand alona, to that 
when anything occurs to make it un- 
fit for use they have no hand at all. 
It is time for a change in educational 
methods in this respect. 

Superstition is a weakening of the 
mind against which we should be al- 
ways on our guard. It is an implied 
athainn, as it assumes either that Qod 
does not rule the world or that He ad- 
mits elements of absurdity into His 
rule of it. Tha best way is to do with 
set purpose everything which luper- 
si ition forbids, and never try to "keep 
on the safe side" in such things.—

ago by Col. Luther R. Hare, of the 
Thirty-third volunteer infantry, sal to- 
day ill tin' apartiiiciits i)f his sistci , .Mr>,. 
Mnj. I'rii-i'. at the Hotel (Iricntc, in M,i- 
tiihi, anil told a icinarUabli" story of 
his I'l^-ht nioiitlis in captivity, ending'' 
with Ills <liaiiiuf io di-livcrance from U 
di'alli that st-etni'il iui-vitable. 

Thf NteaiiKT Venus came into tlu' luir- 
bor last eveninjr from Viffan, prorince 
of South Ilocos, with Lieut. (Ulmorc 
and nineteen other American priaonera, 
indndlng aeren of hia aailora from the 
Yorlctown. Lieut. Uilmorc, after re- 
portinfT, came aahore and hobbled aloni; 
with the aid of a cane, to the Hotel 
Orientc, where Ameriean otlli-ers and 
ladies were waltziiij.'' tliron),''li the halls 
to the strains of '•A^riiinahlo's Marcli." 

Althouffli tanned and ruddy from ex- 
posure, lie is we.ik and nervous, sIkjw- 
inp the results of Ion;,' lianlships. He 
spealis wurnily of A^fuinaldo an<l very 
bitterly a^raiust (ien. Tino, deelarin;: 
that while in the former's jurisdiction 
he was treated splendidly, hut that 
after he fell into Tino's liandN he suf- 
fered everything. 

Col. Hare and Lieut-Col. Ilowae, tba 
latter of the Thirty- fourtli volunteer 
infantry, reacued Oilmore's party on 
December li, near the headiiuarters of 
tlie Abalut river, after they had been 
abiindoned by the Filipinos and were 
ex|u'('tiii;.r ili'Jith from the savaije tribes 
around liu'iii. W hen the reselling' force 
reached them tliov were nearly stai ved. 
but were building,' rafts in the hope of 
getting' down the river to the cuast. 
Aliandonad bjr Flllplnoa. 

Lieut, (illlmore made the followinfr 
statement to a corrcapondent of the 
Associated Press: 

"Tlie Filipinos abandoned us on the 
night of Dec. 10. We had reached the 
Balaut river that inoriiinK' and the Fili- 
pinos rafted us over. We then went 
down the stream, alony a roujrh trail, 
t'uardi'd by a company of I'ili[iiiios. 
That ni^;lil we were separateil from 
this ^fuard and anothereompany. armed 
with Mansers, w.-is put in eliar^'i' of us. 
I suspected somethinjf, atid (Hiestioiied 
the lieutenant iu cuniiuund. He .suid; 
'I have orders from (Jen. Tino to shout 
yuu all, but uiy cunscience forbids. I 
bhall leave you liere.' 

"I begged him for two riiles to pro- 
tect us from savages, adding that i 
would give him letters to the American!) 
who would pay him well and Iceep hiiv 
from all harm. He refused this, how- 
ever, ssyinfr he wouUi not dare to com 
ply. .Soon after he left w ith his com- 
pany. We hail seen sume savajfes iu 
war paint aro\iiid us and we prepared 
to li^'ht them u ith cobbli'stones. I he 
only Weapons available. Nc.\t morning' 
we followed the trail of the |-ilipini> 
soldiers, feelinj,' that it was better to 
Stick to them than to be murdered by 
sava^'cs, but we could not catch up with 
them. 'I'heii 1 ordered the men to build 
rafttt iu the hope of tioatinfr down the 
river. It was a forlorn hope, but 1 
kuew the river must empty into the sea 
somewhere. 1 was so weak myself that I 
did not expect to get out, but thought 
some of the men could,

"(In tin- mornini,'- of Dccemlicr is 
while we were uorliiir^ on the rafts, 
tlie .Americans ciime toward us yellin;:. 
Oni- of iiirn shouted, 'riicN are ol;

1. however, Icnew it was no', the yell of 
havujf*-'-'*. 'oit the yell of American!). 
The resculnjf troops thought we bad 
Filipino guards and called to us in 
English to lie down so that they could 
shoot the Filipinos. That wis tbo 
finest body of oflloers and men I ever 
saw." 

Lieut. Ctillmore could not speak en- 
thusiastically enou;"-!! about the 140 
picked men who had rescued him and 
his party. 

The cminand spent the day in mak- 
ing' rafts. I ol. Hare thou^'-ht Lieut, 
(lillmoie too weak to live tlirou^li the 
trip, but tliere was no alternative. 
Thtey shot iiiuny rapids, the men los- 
inf; all their uffeets and Lieut, (iillmore 
some valuable papers. Only fourteen 
out of thirty-seven rafts survived the 
first night's ezparienoe and eighty men 
weM praotieally unable to walk when 
Vigan was reached.

As the heliojjrapli ceased worUinj;

THE LAW 

Under Which Vhallen Will Be 
Brought to Time. 

Sec. 1993. Any peiion who refuses 
to attend as a witness or bring any 
pa|ier proper to h« used as evidence 
before the General Assembly, or sith- 
er bouse thereof, or a committee ot 
either, auihuri/.cd to aummun witneae* 
ea, after being suromnued, or who, 
being present, refuaes to teatity con- 
cerning any matter which may be a 
proper subject of inquiry by the Gen- 
eral Assembly, ur ulfsrs or gives a 
bribe to a member of the tieneral 
Assembly, or attempts by other cor- 
rupt luoans to intluebce a member to 
cast bis voM or witahold the same, 
sball be deemed guilty of a misde- 
lueauur, aud, ou conviction, aa bers- 
inaiter provided, tio tiaed in any sun 
ui.i cK »t<lie't; I lie ilidiii'iini'. .sollars, 
ur be iinpriauucd iu ihejail of Frank- 
iio county any time during tho sMsion 
of the General Aaaemhiy, tfien in sea 
aioo, and may be either so fined and 
imprieoaed for eaeo otfeose. 

titc. 1!«94. Any member of the Oan 
eral Assembly may make the charge 
agaiaat the offender in writing, and 
shall speciiy the ofTeuse lu urdinary 
and ouucise laogusgs and in such man 
uer as to eaable a person of common 
uudersiaudiug to know what is in« 
tended, aud with such degree of cer- 
tainty as to enable the Geueral Assem 
biy, or either branch thereof, to pi». 
nouuce judgment thereon. 

Sec. 1995. When a charge of con- 
tempt IS made, and it ahall appear 
that tbe contempt is of the General 
Aaaembly, ur was oefore a joint com 
mittee thereof, the house In which the 
charge is filed, if it deem that an in- 
vesijgaiion shuuid bs had, shall adopt 
a reeoltttioa to that effect, and it the 
Sana be concurred in by the other 
house, tbe President of the Senate 
shall appoint two members and the 
S|)eaker ot the House three of iia men 
hers, who shall constitute a joint com 
mittea of investigation, li h ahaii 
appear that the contempt waa of the 
h .use in which the charge la filed or a 
committee thereof, the Speaker shaU 
appoint five of ite aMnheie as a eon. 
mittee OS inveatigaiion. The com- 
mittee shall seleoi one of iu membeie 
•halmsan. wboshall have power to 
summon and swear witnesses, aud re- 
quire tbe production of papers to be 
ttsedaoovideaee. Tne committee wUl 
summon the accused to appear before 
it, and answsr tbe ubsrge, and, after 
reasooahte aotlee to him uf the time 
and place of trial, will hear ssich com* 
peieot testimony as may be offered, 
and will oauae the sams or ths »ub-^ 
stance thereof to be reduced to writing 
and will report ita conclusions, with 
the testimony ukei., to the Senate, 
if the oommittae oe a joint c mmitlee, 
therwiaa lo tho house la whioh tho 
charge is pending, with
